THE NEW MINISTER 

The North-West has had a change of mas- 
ters. Sir Joun A. Maca: nald, who has been 
winister of the interior and ruler of the ter- 
ritories for the past five years, has stepped 
aside and allowed senator Macpherson to 
assume that position. If the change in rulers 
betokened a change in the governing policy, 
the accession of the new minister should be 
an occasion of general rejoicing .n this coun- 
try. Tosay that for the past five years tne 
administration of North-West affairs has been 
incom, ctent and corrupt is to put the case 
as miidly as truth and the English language 
will wamit, and any change that could take 
place must of necessity be for the better. 
The gpirit of the policy seemed to be that the 
North-West cost Canada a great deal of 
money, fully a8 much if not more than it was 
worth, and any cash, public works or politi- 
cal influence that could be extracted from it, 
was so much towards making the institution 
pay, while the wishes, interests or rights of 
the people who actually took up their abodes 
in the territories were not matters for con- 
sideration. ‘iat such + policy must be inju- 
rious to the people of the territories, to the 
prosperity of the country, and the progress 
of Canada asa whole, cannot be denied any 
more than it can that this has been the line 
of policy pursued, The people of the North- 
West are compelled to pay for the construc- 
tion of the C.P.R. through Britis. Coiun. bia 
and Ontari», vy payments on lands and by 
bearing the burden of the railw. y monopoly 
for twenty years, and are compelled to sus- 
tain the manufacturing industries of the east- 
ern provinces by heavy duties on everything 
they rejuire, But aithough these burdens 
are grievous to be borne they are nothing 
when arranzed beside tne dois of the de- 
partment of the interior in regard to the set- 
tlers and ticirlands, Throughout the length 
and breadth of the country there is the same 
complaint of injastice— of the rights of the 
settlers being sacrificed to those ot the specu- 
lator, or of the government itself, twin 
speculator for the occasion, The bad results 
of this course are now becoming so apparent 
that it isa Wise move for the popular head 
of the government to slip from under the 
load created by himself aud allow it to rest 
upon other shoulders. 

What wiii be the course pursued by the 
new minister? Has the caange been in order 
that a change in policy may be yracefuliy 
made —in order that a policy of justice may 
be inaugurated? The policy pursued in the 
past has not ocen that of a mere minister, it 
has been that of a government as represent- 
ing & great poi.tical party, which in turn 
repr sented a mayority of tic j.ople of the 
country ; 
government but its opponents held the same 
Views, the only difference being one of degree. 
It is not likely that a mere change of minis- 
ters will make any matcrial alteration in 
policy, No alterations in mere details would 
meet the requirements of the case or the 
wishes of the people of vhe North-West, and 
no alterations of a policy so widely, deeply 


and firuily grounded, and thoroughly sup- | 


ported, cau be hoj ed for.

The conduct of the affairs of the North- 
West by the government of Canada . and 
has been tyrannical to the ..si depree, This 
has produced discontent, otha Miatiicis Oth 
loud and deep, ‘These muriuicrs have been 
answered: not by an amelioration of the 
policy but by p.acing the con.rol in the har.ds 
of aman abie and wiing rather tu increase 
than decrvase its olicnsiverness. it is in vain 
to look for aelp trom either of tie p litical 
parties in Canada, One is as willing as the 
other to sacrifice the North-West for the ben- 
efit of the east. The wrongs of North-West 
settlers do not affect either oi them. If Sir 
John A. Macdonald acted untairly towards 
the North-West so will senator Macpherson, 
and so did Mr. Mills when he held a like posi- 
tion. The people of the North-West must 
look for help to themselves. If they want 
their grievances redressed they must redress 
them on their own account,

Rev. Jas. Robertson, superintendent of 
Presbyterian missions in the North-West, and 
Rev. A. B. Baird, pastor of the Edmonton 
mission, have been busily enwawed during the 
past week in perfecting and extending the 
organization of the church which they repre- 
sent in this district. It has been decided 
to send an assistant missionary to this dis- 
trict next summer who will be stationed at 
Fort Saskatchewan and will in conjunction 
with Rev, Mr. Baird hold religious services | 
regularly at different points throughout the | 
settlement. It was to settle the preliminaries 
in reward to these services that Messrs. Rob- 
ertson and Baird were employed, and it was | 
finally decided the assistant missionary should 
hold religious services on alternate Sundays 
at Sturgeon river and Clover bar. 

On Monday evening a meeting was held in 
D. McKinley’s house, Sturgeon river, which 
was Well attended. A board of manayement | 
consisting of Messrs. G. Sutherland, J. R. 
Matheson and J. H. Long, was appointed to 
arrange for the support of religious ordi- 
nances. The meeting wes unanimously in 
fuvor of erecting a chureh, and Rev. Mr. 
Robertson promised aid from the church 
building fund to the amount of $100 to assist | 
in the work. | 

On Tuesday evening a meeting of the Pres- 
byterian congregation of Edmonton was held 
in the school house and was addressed by 
Rev. Mr. Robertson, explaining the methou 
of work of the mission board. It was pro 
posed to change the method of contributing 
towards the church support from the present 
System of collections and subseviptious to the 
envelope system of contributing.
